DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not suggest a connector having a receiving part with contacts that contact top and 
bottom pads of a module, a pair of lateral supporting parts extending from the receiving 
part, and a metallic cover with means for pivotably connecting to the receiving part and 
means for connecting to the lateral supporting parts to sandwich the module in place, in 
combination with the remaining limitation of the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
